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Report  of  the  Trustees 

It  has  not  been  feasible  to  issue  a  report  of  the  Hospital 
for  the  year  1921,  1922  and  1923  until  the  present  time. 
Only  the  most  important  occurrences  during  these  years  will 
be  enumerated. 

During  the  year  1921,  Rev.  Dr.  Alfred  F.  Smith  was  ap- 
pointed Chaplain  of  the  Hospital  and  began  his  work  on 
June    1  st. 

In  February,  1921,  Mr.  Milton  J.  Moore  gave  300  shares 
of  Certain-teed  Products  Corporation  (common  stock)  to  the 
Hospital,  par  value  $13,200,  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 

In  November,  1921,  Mr.  G.  M.  Taylor  gave  $1,000  to  the 
Endowment  Fund. 

On  April  2  1  st  it  was  voted  to  close  the  Hospital  Books  on 
November  30th,  to  allow  time  for  an  audit  to  be  made  before 
making  the  report  to  the  Bishop  and  printing  the  report  in  a 
St.  Louis  newspaper,  both  of  which  are  required  by  the  will 
of  Mr.  Barnes. 

In  April  the  Trustees  were  authorized  to  sell  certain  pieces 
of  unprofitable  real  estate  and  invest  the  proceeds  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Court. 

May  12th,  1921:  National  Hospital  Day,  when  the  Hos- 
pital kept  open  house  to  all  who  wished  to  visit  the  Hospital, 
was  observed  for  the  first  time. 

In  October,  1921,  the  Pediatric  Department  was  organized 
to  be  responsible  for  the  care  of  medical  patients  under  twelve 
years  of  age  in  the  negro  wards  and  all  infants,  white  and 
colored,  whose  mothers  are  patients  on  the  Obstetrical  Ward 
service.  Dr.  W.  McKim  Marriott  was  made  Pediatrician-in- 
Chief. 

In  December  th«  position  of  Voluntary  Assistant  was 
created  on  recommendation  of  the  Hospital  Committee  and 
Executive  Faculty. 

In  December  of  this  year  the  Barnes  Hospital  was  elected 
to  membership  in  the  Community  Council. 
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1922 

January  12th:  Mr.  L.  Ray  Carter  resigned  as  Senior 
Trustee  and  the  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the 
Trustees: 

WHEREAS:  Mr.  L.  R.  Carter,  after  seven  years  of  service 
as  Trustee  of  Barnes  Hospital,  has  felt  compelled  to  relin- 
quish his  duties  and  resign  the  position  which  he  so  faithfully 
filled,   and 

WHEREAS:  the  Trustees  of  Barnes  Hospital  are  most 
appreciative  of  the  intelligent  and  conscientious  work  done 
by  Mr.  Carter,  and  the  personal  sacrifices  which  he  made  in 
promoting  the  interests  of  Barnes  Hospital  and  in  carrying 
out  the  benevelent  purposes  set  forth  in  the  will  of  Mr.  Barnes. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  RESOLVED:  That  the  Trustees  do 
hereby  express  their  regret  that  Mr.  Carter  has  felt  compelled 
to  relinquish  his  position  as  one  of  the  Trustees  of  this  Hos- 
pital, and  do  hereby  extend  to  him  their  sincere  appreciation 
and  gratitude  for  the  services  which  he  so  unselfishly  ren- 
dered." 

An  additional  assistant  Resident  was  allowed  the  depart- 
ment of  surgery  due  to  the  increased  work  in  this  department 
through  separating  gynecology  from  obstetrics  and  placing 
it  under  surgery. 

January  16th:  Mr.  J.  W.  Fristoe  was  appointed  Trustee 
by  Bishop  Murrah. 

April  12th:  The  position  of  Externe  in  Surgery  was 
created. 

A  fund  of  $500  was  set  aside  for  this  year  to  pay  for  trans- 
fusions of  blood  in  those  cases  where  they  were  required  in 
an  emergency  and  there  was  no  other  way  of  meeting  the 
expense. 

Dr.  Dock  resigned  as  Physician-in-Chief  effective  July  1st, 
and  Geo.  Gellhorn  resigned  as  Assistant  Gynecologist,  effec- 
tive May  1 0th. 

November  6th:  One  rotating  internship  of  two  years 
duration  was  approved  for  each  service;  this  service  is  to 
consist  of  services  of  6  months  on  2  services  followed  by  a 
period  of  one  year  on  the  3rd  service;  the  other  internships 
are  to  remain  as  they  have  always  been:  that  is,   one  year's 
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work    on    one    of    the    services — Medicine,    Surgery,    or    Ob- 
stetrics. 

November  6th:  The  Barnes  Hospital  was  admitted  to  the 
Community  Fund  as  Charter  member. 

1923 

In  April  the  request  for  an  additional  surgical  intern  was 
granted  for  32  1  9. 

May  1st:  Ward  3219  was  opened.  This  ward  has  been 
long  needed  by  the  Surgical  Service,  but  funds  were  not 
available  until  supplied  by  the  Community  Fund. 

In  May  of  this  year  Mr.  Sol  Landes'  bequest  of  $1,000  to 
the  Endowment  Pund  was  received. 

June  7th:  Miss  Claribel  Wheeler  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Helen  Wood  as 
Superintendent  of  Nurses. 

August  3rd:  Owing  to  the  need  for  more  rooms  for  pupil 
nurses,  Mr.  Rand  was  authorized  to  write  to  the  Washington 
University  that  the  Trustees  were  willing  that  work  on  an 
addition   to  the  Nurses  Home  proceed. 

October  4th:  Dr.  E.  L.  Opie  resigned  as  Pathologist-in- 
Chief  and   Dr.   Nathaniel  Allison  as  Assistant  Surgeon. 

In  November,  Rev.  Dr.  C.  W.  Webdell  began  his  work  as 
Chaplain  of  the  Hospital,  taking  the  place  of  Rev.  Dr.  Alfred 
F.  Smith  who  resigned. 

In  December  Miss  Helen  O.  Rand  gave  $8,700  as  a  gift  to 
the  Endowment. 

Probably  the  most  important  event  during  the  period  con- 
sidered, from  a  material  point  of  view  has  been  the  financial 
aid  this  Hospital  has  received  from  the  Community  Fund. 
The  funds  which  have  been  received  from  this  source  have  en- 
abled the  Hospital  to  extend  its  work,  and  to  more  nearly 
approach  fulfilling  its  proper  functions  to  the  sick,  to  the 
community  and  to  the  medical  world. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  of  all  the 
gifts  that  have  been  received  from  individuals,  the  Hospital 
Saturday  and  Sunday  Association  and  the  Community  Fund, 
and  also  for  the  high  grade  of  work  done  by  the  personnel 
of  the   Hospital.

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Endowments 


A  contribution  to  the  Endowment  Fund  entitles  the  donor 
to  the  following  privileges,  according  to  the  amount  of  the 
gift: 

$1,000.00  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  one  patient  per 
year  to  a  bed  in  the  general  wards.  The  contribution  will  be 
acknowledged  on  a  tablet  in  the  main  corridor  of  the  Hospital. 

$5,000.00  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  three  patients  per 
3rear  to  a  bed  in  the  general  wards.  The  contribution  will  be 
acknowledged  on  a  tablet  in  the  main  corridor  of  the  Hos- 
pital. 

$10,000.00  entitles  the  donor  to  name  a  bed  in  the  general 
wards  which  shall  remain  as  a  perpetual  memorial  with  mem- 
orial plate  on  bed  and  privilege  of  nominating  a  patient  to 
this  bed  during  life  of  donor. 

$15,000.00  entitles  the  donor  to  name  a  bed  in  the  gen- 
eral wards  which  shall  remain  as  a  perpetual  memorial  with 
memorial  plate  on  bed  and  privilege  of  nominating  a  patient 
to  this  bed  during  the  life  of  the  donor  and  one  successor. 

$15,000.00  entitles  the  donor  to  name  a  room  off  the 
wards  which  shall  remain  as  a  perpetual  memorial  with  bronze 
memorial  plate  on  door  without  privilege  of  occupancy. 

$20,000.00  entitles  the  donor  to  name  a  room  off  the  wards 
which  shall  remain  as  a  perpetual  memorial  with  bronze  mem- 
orial plate  on  door  and  privilege  of  nominating  a  patient  to 
this  room  or  to  a  bed  in  the  general  wards  during  the  life  of 
the  donor  and  one  successor. 

$25,000.00  entitles  the  donor  to  name  a  ward  of  two  to 
four  beds  which  shall  remain  as  a  perpetual  memorial  with 
bronze  memorial  plate  on  door  and  privilege  of  nominating 
a  patient  to  a  bed  in  the  wards  or  to  a  room  off  the  wards 
during  the  life  of  the  donor  and  one  successor. 

$30,000.00  entitles  the  donor  to  name  a  room  in  the  Pri- 
vate   Pavilion    which    shall    remain    as    a    perpetual    memorial

with  bronze  memorial  plate  on  door  and  privilege  of  nominat- 
ing a  patient  to  this  room  or  to  a  bed  in  the  general  wards 
during  the  life  of  the  donor  and  one  successor. 

$50,000.00  entitles  the  donor  to  name  a  ward  which  shall 
remain  as  a  perpetual  memorial  with  bronze  memorial  plate 
at  ward  entrance  with  privilege  of  nominating  a  patient  for 
occupancy  or  to  a  bed  in  the  Private  Pavilion  during  life  of 
donor  and   one  successor. 

Every  endowment  will  be  acknowledged  in  the  annual  re- 
port and  on  a  tablet  in  the  main  corridor  of  the  Hospital. 
The  occupancy  of  all  the  beds  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Trustees  and  Rules  of  the  Hospital.  Special  arrange- 
ments will  be  made  for  corporations  and  societies. 
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Report  of  the  Superintendent 

This  report  will  cover  briefly  the  important  events  of  the 
years    1921,    1922  and    1923. 

1921 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  collection  of  fees  due  special 
nurses  by  patients  had  not  worked  out  satisfactorily  after  a 
fair  trial  has  been  made,   it  was  discontinued. 

On  January  1,  1921,  the  Metric  System  was  introduced  into 
the  Hospital. 

On  July  1st,  Dr.  William  S.  Carter  resigned  as  Assistant 
Superintendent  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  L.  R.  Wilson. 

On  July  9th,  Miss  Marjorie  Hulsizer  began  her  work  as 
dietitian  succeeding  Miss  Sue  Coffin,  who  resigned. 

In  August  contracts  were  signed  to  have  a  guaranteed  roof 
laid  on  all  the  buildings  of  the  Hospital  except  Building  No. 
1 ,  as  the  roofs  which  were  originally  installed  were  leaking 
badly.  It  was  not  considered  advisable  to  replace  the  roof 
on  Building  No.    1   at  this  time  but  to  repair  it. 

On  August  25th,  Miss  Phoebe  Carson,  the  first  person  to 
fill  the  position  of  Executive  Assistant  resigned  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Miss  Estelle  Claiborne. 

1922 

A  form,  for  a  diploma  was  accepted  by  the  Trustees  which 
will  be  presented  to  all  graduates  of  the  House  Staff  of  Barnes 
Hospital  and  to  all  future  members  of  the  House  Staff  who 
have  completed  their  work  satisfactorily. 

In  May,  Clinical  Assistants  were  extended  the  privilege  of 
the  Private  Pavilion. 

June  8th.  Repairs  were  begun  on  the  refrigerating  plant  as 
they  were  much  needed;  these  repairs  are  to  extend  over  a 
period  of  about  three  years,  so  that  the  expense  may  not  be 
too  great  in  any  one  year. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
1923 

A  water  softener  was  purchased  for  the  cold  water  supply 
for  the  laundry.  The  hot  water  had  for  some  time  been 
softened  at  the  Washington  University  Power  Plant,  effecting 
an  economy  in  the  wear  on  the  boilers  and  pipes  and  valves, 
and  softening  the  cold  water,  so  that  all  the  water  going  to 
the  laundry  is  soft,  will  result  in  a  saving  of  supplies  and  will 
make  it  possible  to  turn  out  much  better  laundry  work.  Both 
the  washing  and  extracting  machines  have  been  overloaded 
for  a  long  time  and  a  monel-metal  washer  of  the  largest  size 
obtainable  was  purchased  replacing  two  old  washers  but  with 
a  capacity  much  greater  than  both  these  machines  together 
and  an  overhung  extractor  also  of  the  largest  size  was  added 
to  the  extracting  equipment. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  wood  block  roadways  were 
spreading  and  disintegrating  it  was  found  necessary  to  place 
a  concrete  curbing  on  each  side  of  the  roadway.  This  with 
slight  repairs  to  the  roadway  should  make  it  possible  for  the 
roadways  to  be  used  for  many  years. 

During  the  year  1923  the  hospital  was  fortunate  to  be  one 
of  the  fifteen  chosen  by  Mr.  John  D.  Rockefeller  to  be  recip- 
ients of  a  gift  of  $10,000.00  each,  to  be  used  for  the  follow- 
ing purposes: 

( 1  )  To  increase  the  number  of  free  ward  patients  who 
may  be  treated  with  Insulin. 

(2)  To  teach  physicians  in  general  practice  the  proper 
method  of  employing  Insulin  in  the  treatment  of  diabetes. 

This  sum  was  later  reduced  to  $8,000.00  by  the  allotment  of 
$2,000.00  to  the  St.  Louis  Children's  Hospital.  By  means 
of  this  fund  the  hospital  was  able  to  increase  the  number  of 
patients  who  were  given  insulin  treatment  and  courses  were 
given  for  physicians  beginning  in  the  latter  part  of  Septem- 
ber at  intervals  of  two  weeks.  The  courses  have  been  given 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  William  Olmsted.  The  registra- 
tion is  necessarily  limited  to  twenty  and  the  course  covers 
three  full  days  of  work,  in  the  lecture  room,  in  the  metabolism 
ward,  in  the  metabolism  laboratory,  and  in  the  diet  kitchen. 
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These  courses  have  been  very  popular,  each  one  has  had  its 
full  complement  of  students,  and  the  students  have  come 
from  a  wide  geographical   distribution. 

Comparative  statistics  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  book, 
and  are  we  believe,  self-explanatory,  though  any  points  that 
are  not  clear  we  shall  be  glad  to  explain. 

The  needs  of  the  Hospital  are  many  and  no  attempt  will 
be  made  to  enumerate  them  in  detail,  but  the  two  which  are 
preeminent  at  the  present  time  are: 

(  1  )       A  large  increase  in  Endowment. 

(2)       An  increased  number  of  pupil  nurses. 

We  wish  to  thank  most  heartily  the  Trustees  for  the  bene- 
fits of  their  counsel  and  support,  the  staff  and  nurses  for  the 
careful  and  thorough  work  they  have  done,  our  assistants  and 
the  heads  of  the  departments  and  their  employes  for  the  faith- 
ful service  they  have  given.

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Report  of  the  Medical  Service 

1921 
GENERAL: 

The  Medical  Service  found  itself  recovered  from  the  dis- 
organized conditions  incident  to  the  war  period.  The  bac- 
teriological service  attained  a  fuller  expression  of  its  useful- 
ness under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Chesney,  and  patients  suffering 
from  infectious  diseases  of  the  various  types  were  more  com- 
pletely studied  than  in  immediately  preceding  years.  Un- 
fortunately the  Department  lost  the  services  of  Dr.  Chesney, 
on  July  1,  1921  thru  resignation.  Dr.  Ralph  Kinsella,  form- 
erly Professor  of  Experimental  Medicine  at  St.  Louis  Univer- 
sity was  made  Associate  Professor  of  Medicine  in  Washington 
University  and  took  over  the  duties  of  Dr.  Chesney.  Dr.  Olm- 
sted continued  to  direct  the  services  of  the  Metabolism  de- 
partment, which  includes  the  performance  of  all  routine  chem- 
ical investigation  of  patients. 

In  the  Heart  Station,  Dr.  Novy  directed  the  study  of  pa- 
tients with  cardiac  disorders. 

As  in  the  past  all  the  above  mentioned  departments  were 
assisted  by  the  services  of  the  Assistant  Resident  Physicians 
who  divided  the  work  of  the  year  in  this  way. 
PATIENTS: 

It  is  interesting  to  determine  the  way  in  which  the  medical 
staff  expended  its  energies  and  to  enumerate  the  diseases 
which  chiefly  occupied  their  attention. 

During  a  period  including  eleven  (11)  months  of  the  year, 
1  146  patients  were  treated  in  the  medical  department.  There 
were  eighty-six   (86)   deaths  and  forty-one   (41)   autopsies. 

The  seriousness  of  a  given  disease  is  not  indicated  by  the 
statistics  because  the  figure  1146  does  not  necessarily  mean 
1146  different  patients.  Thus  if  there  were  four  (4)  cases 
of  acute  endocarditis  and  three  (3)  deaths,  it  might  still  be 
true  that  the  disease  was  invariably  fatal,  one  case  entering 
the  hospital  twice  before  succumbing  to  the  malady. 
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A  unit  system,  of  record,  whereby  a  patient  is  described  in 
a  continuous  history  would  not  only  make  the  above  informa- 
tion available,  but  would  obviate  the  inaccuracies  incident  to 
the  transcribing  of  abstracts  of  previous  admissions.

Acute  infections  of  a  serious  nature,  such  as  pneumonia, 
were  very  infrequent.  Of  the  acute  infections  of  a  trivial 
nature  there  were  many  among  the  residents  of  the  institu- 
tion. 

This  lack  of  cases  of  acute  infections  of  a  serious  nature 
will  be  remedied  when  more  free  beds  are  available.  The 
eight  (8)  chronic  diseases  listed  above  absorb  the  activities 
of  the  department  for  the  most  part.

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1922-1923 

The  two  years  herein  reported  are  important  as  represent- 
ing a  period  of  transition  and  special  growth.  The  regret- 
able  resignation  of  Dr.  George  Dock  in  the  Spring  of  1922 
led  to  profound  change  in  the  department  of  Medicine.  His 
place  could  not  be  filled  since  scarcely  any  living  clinician 
possessed  his  experience  with  patients.  He  was  always  re- 
sponsible for  a  fine  appreciation  of  disease  in  the  individual 
patient  as  distinct  from  the  interest  in  disease  in  the  abstract 
which  is  apt  so  often  to  characterize  modem  medical  edu- 
cators. 

A  definite  problem  for  the  department,  however,  was  to 
create  an  active  interest  on  the  part  of  graduates  of  Wash- 
ington University  in  Medical  research.  Dr.  Briggs  was  ap- 
pointed to  take  charge  of  the  chemical  laboratories  which 
were  thereupon  separated  from  the  Department  of  Metabolism. 
Dr.  Barker  was  appointed  to  direct  the  work  in  cardiology. 
Dr.  Olmsted  was  given  full  opportunity  to  develop  the  treat- 
ment of  diabetes.  Two  years  have  afforded  time  for  the 
development  of  these  activities  so  that  at  the  present  time 
the  Hospital  furnishes  excellent  facilities  for  the  care  of  pa- 
tients suffering  from  heart  disease,  kidney  trouble,  and  dia- 
betes. The  discovery  of  Insulin  for  the  treatment  of  dia- 
betes together  with  the  granting  of  a  special  bequest  of  Mr. 
John  D.  Rockefeller,  Jr.,  for  the  purpose  of  extending  this 
treatment  to  the  public  have  caused  greatly  increased  activity 
in  the  department  of  Metabolism  which  is  the  subject  of  a 
special  report  by  Dr.  Olmsted. 

Efforts  to  penetrate  the  problem  of  rheumatism  were  con- 
tinued by  Dr.  Kinsella  and  Dr.  Wu,  and  tangible  progress  re- 
corded in  the  treatment  of  one  variety — the  gonorrheal  type. 
The  recent  experimental  produciton  of  scarlet  fever  by  the 
inoculation  of  streptococcus  indicates  the  wisdom  of  devoting 
considerable  energy  to  the  problem  of  streptococcus  infection 
and  the  researches  of  Dr.  Hitchcock  are  becoming  fruitful. 

In  other  words,  Barnes  Hospital  has  been  advancing  as  an 
instrument  both  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick  and  as  a  place 
where  helpful  investigation  may  be  favorably  prosecuted. 
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Furthermore,  as  admission  statistics  show,  the  hospital  has 
enjoyed  a  growth  which  in  recent  months,  or  since  November 
1,  1923,  to  nearly  care  for  the  teaching  requirements  of  the 
Medical  School.  Since  the  number  of  students  per  class  was 
increased  to  the  new  limit  of  75,  the  number  of  patients  seri- 
ously fell  short  of  a  satisfactory  condition.  Another  ward 
could  still  be  utilized  with  improved  results.  But  at  present 
the  ward  service  has  remained  nearly  at  the  point  of  satura- 
tion and  the  need  of  free  beds  so  acutely  felt  in  1922  and 
the  first  half  of  1923  has  to  a  great  extent  been  met.

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Report  of  the  Rockefeller  Insulin  Fund 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  work  done  through 
the  aid  of  the  gift  of  John  D.  Rockefeller: 

The  Type  of  Patients  Who  Received  Free  Ward  Service. 
Because  insulin  is  more  valuable  to  the  severe  diabetic,  the 
cases  admitted  to  the  free  beds  were  all  of  the  severe  type  of 
the  disease.  At  the  time  the  gift  became  available  we  were 
very  much  interested  in  the  building  up  of  body  weight 
and  strength  through  the  use  of  insulin.  Through  this  gift  we 
were  able  to  keep  the  patients  in  the  hospital  for  a  longer 
period  of  time  and  thus  we  were  able  to  study  the  weight 
curves  more  carefully.  Through  this  gift  also  the  research 
done  on  the  digestibility  of  carbohydrate  in  severe  diabetes 
was  made  possible. 

Laboratory  and  Nursing  Aid.  The  responsiblity  of  supply- 
ing careful  diets  to  twice  the  number  of  patients  that  had  been 
handled  before  the  advent  of  insulin  fell  directly  upon  the 
head  nurse.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
her  constant  fidelity,  exactness  and  attention  to  detail. 

It  was  necessary  while  the  research  was  being  done,  to 
get  nitrogen  examinations  on  the  urines  of  many  patients  and 
for  this  reason  an  additional  laboratory  force  was  obtained, 
and  the  accurate  data  we  have  is  the  result  of  money  spent 
in  this  way.  Although  the  money  spent  for  technical  and 
nursing  help  amounted  to  considerable,  still  we  believe  the 
knowledge  gained  through  the  expenditure  of  this  money 
will  well  repay  the  mass  of  diabetics. 

Courses  for  Physicians.  From  the  latter  part  of  Sep- 
tember until  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  seven  short  courses  for 
physicians  were  held.  These  courses  lasted  three  days  and 
were  limited  to  twenty  men.  Remarkable  eagerness  was 
shown  on  the  part  of  physicians  in  this  vicinity  to  take  part 
in  this  course;  our  quota  was  usually  filled  up  many  days  be- 
fore the  course  opened.  An  hour's  lecture  opened  the  work, 
followed  by  an  hours'  ward  rounds  and  then  an  hour's  labora- 
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tory  demonstration,  to  those  who  wanted  it.  In  the  after- 
noon two  hours  were  given  over  entirely  to  diabetic  arithmetic 
and  to  learning,  under  the  direction  of  the  head  nurse,  the 
actual  food  values  of  the  carbohydrate,  protein  and  fat  of 
foods.  Kitchen  demonstrations  were  given  to  show  the  weights 
of  various  servings,  especially  the  making  of  diabetic  muffins. 
Altogether  about  120  physicians  attended  these  courses,  com- 
ing from  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  but  chiefly  from 
Missouri,  Illinois,  Arkansas  and  Iowa. 

The  success  of  the  courses  is  due  to  the  excellent  advertis- 
ing and  to  the  newness  of  insulin  and  its  great  value  as  a 
therapeutic  agent  and  also  to  the  efforts  made  to  make  the 
course  as  practical  as  possible.

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Report  of  the  Surgical  Service 

During  the  years  1921-23  the  same  plan  of  organization  of 
the  surgical  service  has  been  maintained  as  has  been  described 
in  a  previous  report.  In  1922,  however,  the  gynecological 
service  was  added  to  the  surgical  service  and  the  gynecolog- 
ical patients  were  removed  from  the  obstetrical  ward  to  the 
surgical  wards.  The  professional  care  of  these  patients  has 
been  entrusted  to  Doctor  H.  S.  Crossen  and  his  staff. 

In  1923  the  surgical  ward  on  the  third  floor  was  opened 
up  for  the  admission  of  patients.  This  new  ward  has  been 
of  material  help  in  increasing  the  facilities  of  the  hospital, 
but  the  number  of  free  beds  is  still  inadequate  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  one  of  the  main  purposes.  The  Barnes  Hospital 
was  established  with  objects  and  ideals  somewhat  different 
from  those  ordinarily  adopted  by  hospitals.  Its  function  is 
not  merely  to  give  the  best  possible  care  to  the  sick.  It  has 
a  further  object  in  being  a  place  where  experts  of  the  future 
are  to  be  trained,  both  doctors  and  nurses,  and  where  new 
knowledge  will  be  created  for  the  benefit  of  humanity.  To 
accomplish  these  purposes  it  is  essential  that  there  be  close 
access  to  well  equipped  laboratories  and  that  the  professional 
staff  shall  be  restricted  to  the  type  of  man  who  will  be  eager 
to  fulfill  those  ideals,  the  type  who  are  not  only  good  doctors 
but  who  as  well  are  teachers  capable  of  inspiring  their  sub- 
ordinates to  create  new  knowledge.  In  this  respect  Barnes 
Hospital  is  peculiarly  fortunate  in  having  an  intimate  con- 
nection with  the  School  of  Medicine  of  Washington  Univer- 
sity, a  connection  which  not  only  provides  a  professional  staff 
of  the  desired  type  but  which  also  relieves  the  hospital  of  the 
heavy  expenses  incidental  to  the  maintenance  of  handsomely 
equipped  laboratories.  But  it  is  essential  also  that  a  large 
number  of  free  beds  be  provided  to  permit  to  some  extent 
the  selection  of  that  type  of  case  which  is  most  suitable  for 
instruction  and  study.  The  hospital  has  already  made  a  good 
beginning   towards  the   accomplishment     of     its    objects,     but 
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about  twice  as  many  free  beds  as  are  now  available  are  neces- 
sary if  it  is  to  take  advantage  of  its  opportunity.  Already 
the  hospital  is  well  knov/n  in  the  medical  centers  of  the  world 
for  the  high  character  of  the  work  done,  for  the  discoveries 
made  by  members  of  its  staff  and  for  the  quality  of  the  pro- 
fessional training  given  to  young  men.  During  the  year  1923 
several  foreign  delegations  visited  the  hospital,  and  also  in 
May  the  Clinical  Surgical  Society  held  its  meeting  there.  In 
October  Doctor  Harold  Corkill,  on  a  fellowship  from  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  arrived  to  begin  a  year  as  assistant 
resident  in  surgery. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  record  the  resignation  of  Doctor 
Nathaniel  Allison,  the  chief  of  the  section  of  orthopedic  sur- 
gery and  the  dean  of  the  School  of  Medicine  of  Washington 
University.  Doctor  Allison  resigned  in  July,  1923,  to  be- 
come professor  of  orthopedic  surgery  at  Harvard  University. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  work  already  begun  previ- 
ously towards  the  development  of  the  surgery  of  the  chest 
has  been  carried  on  with  increasing  enthusiasm.  Application 
of  surgical  measures  to  various  conditions  of  the  lungs  and 
heart  has  only  recently  been  undertaken.  There  are  many  vic- 
tims of  ailments  of  the  chest  who  are  now  permitted  to  suffer 
and  die  without  adequate  treatment  who,  in  the  light  of 
present  knowledge,  could  be  restored  to  health  by  the  new 
surgical  methods.  Much  new  knowledge  and  several  new 
principles  of  treatment  of  these  conditions  have  been  origi- 
nated by  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Barnes  Hospital.  This 
hospital  is  therefore  now  recognized  as  one  of  the  few  centers 
for  this  kind  of  work. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  surgical  service  in 
the  year  1921-22  was  2,362.  In  the  following  year  there  were 
2,55  7   admissions.

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Report  of  the  Obstetrical  Service 

The  Department  of  Obstetrics  in  the  Washington  University 
School  of  Medicine  is  directly  responsible  for  the  entire  Ob- 
stetrical Service  in  Barnes  Hospital.  Since  July,  1921,  the 
Department  has  been  placed  on  a  full  time  basis  and  at  pres- 
ent the  chief  of  the  department  and  three  associates  give  their 
entire  time  to  the  work  of  the  department. 

The  chief  of  the  service  is  assisted  in  the  care  of  ward  pa- 
tients by  an  associate  (Dr.  Royston)  and  by  three  assistants 
(Drs.  Krebs,  McNalley  and  Paddock).  Dr.  Henry  Schwarz, 
former  chief,  has  been  acting  in  the  capacity  of  consultant. 
The  house  staff  consists  of  a  resident,  two  assistant  residents 
and  three  house  officers.  Small  groups  of  Senior  medical 
students  act  as  clinical  clerks,  assisting  in  the  keeping  of 
records  and  in  the  routine  laboratory  work. 

Facilities:  On  the  third  floor  of  the  hospital  is  located  the 
obstetrical  ward,  with  accommodations  for  thirty  patients; 
there  are  also  located  the  ward  delivery  room,  the  ward  nurs- 
ery, the  private  delivery  room,  the  hospital  office  of  the  chief 
and  the  living  quarters  of  the  house  staff.  In  the  space  on  the 
first  floor  of  the  hospital  set  aside  for  colored  patients  the  serv- 
ice has  a  delivery  room,  nursery  and  accommodations  for  six 
patients.  Private  maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  rooms  on 
the  third  floor  of  the  private  pavilion  and  to  semi-private 
rooms  in  proximity  to  the  ward.  On  each  division  a  nursery 
has  been  established. 

Besides  its  own  facilities,  the  service  is  entitled  to  the  use 
of  the  operating  pavilion  and  enjoys  the  cooperation  of  all 
other  departments  and   laboratories. 

Many  obstetrical  patients  are  referred  to  the  hospital  from 
the  Obstetrical  Dispensary  of  Washington  University;  some 
because  their  home  conditions  are  not  suitable  for  the  safe 
conduct  of  labor  and  the  puerperium,  others  because  they 
show    abnormalities    which    make    hospital    care    imperative. 
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Other  patients  are  sent  in  from  the  Obstetrical  Out-patient 
Service  when,  during  labor,  complications  arise,  such  as  faulty 
presentation,  convulsions,  or  hemorrhage.  For  the  same  rea- 
sons obstetrical  cases  are  often  referred  to  the  ward  service 
by  physicians  from  St.  Louis  and  vicinity.  Any  suitable  pa- 
tient who  wishes  to  enter  the  obstetrical  ward  service  at  the 
time  of  her  labor  may  register  in  the  Washington  University 
Dispensary  as  a  pay  ward  case. 

Cases  not  in  labor  are  admitted  during  business  hours 
through  the  receiving  office  of  the  hospital  after  they  have 
been  seen  by  the  obstetrical  resident  or  his  alternate.  Cases 
in  labor,  or  other  emergency  cases,  are  admitted  at  all  hours, 
day  or  night,  and  are  sent  to  the  delivery  rooms  without  de- 
lay. 

After  admission  to  the  wards  all  cases,  with  the  exception 
of  emergency  cases,  pass  through  the  usual  process  of  bathing 
and  receiving  ward  clothing.  Any  immediate  attention 
needed  is  given  by  members  of  the  house  staff.  The  record 
and  routine  examination  of  each  case  is  started  at  once.  This 
includes  a  complete  physical  examination,  measurements  of 
the  pelvis,  blood  pressure  determination,  and  numerous  other 
routine  laboratory  tests  necessary  for  a  complete  obstetrical 
diagnosis.  Any  abnormality  is  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  chief  or  his  assistants  during  the  daily  morning  rounds,  or 
any  time  after  admission   if  the  case   is  urgent. 

Since  October,  1921,  the  care  of  the  newborn  has  been 
carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Pedia- 
trics, the  obstetrician  making  daily  rounds  with  the  pediatri- 
cian. This  cooperative  service  has  worked  out  very  satisfac- 
torily and  not  only  has  been  a  better  method  of  handling  the 
newborn,  but  has  worked  out  to  the  advantage  of  both  serv- 
ices. 

The  opinion  has  ever  prevailed  in  the  Obstetrical  Depart- 
ment that  the  common  practice  of  letting  parturient  women 
endure  excessive  pain  is  a  grave  reflection  upon  modern 
medicine  and  it  has  at  all  times  been  its  aim  to  make  child- 
bearing  as  nearly  free  from  pain  as  the  nature  of  each  indivi- 
dual case  permits.

The  service  makes  use  of  all  the  various  means  for  relieving 
pain,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  case.  It  employs  chloro- 
form, ether  and  nitrous  oxide-oxygen  when  conditions  are 
not  suitable  for  so-called  "twilight  sleep,"  but  in  all  suitable 
cases  "twilight  sleep"  is  administered  after  the  method  de- 
veloped in  Barnes  Hospital. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  hospital  the  service  has  attended 
over  3000  cases  of  confinements.  In  1922  there  were  735 
admissions  as  compared  to  5  74  in  1921.  In  1923  there  were 
7  74  admissions. 

Since  July,  1921,  the  chief  work  of  the  obstetrical  path- 
ological laboratory  has  been  the  routine  examination  of  the 
placenta.  Much  valuable  information  has  thus  been  obtained, 
which  otherwise  would  be  passed  unnoticed.  Reports  as  to 
the  condition  of  each  placenta  are  filed  with  the  hospital 
record.     Dr.  F.  P.  McNalley  is  in  charge  of  the  laboratory. 

The  chemical  as  well  as  the  bacteriological  work  of  the  de- 
partment has  been  carried  out  in  the  laboratories  of  the  De- 
partment of  Internal  Medicine.  At  the  present  time  this 
work  is  entirely  carried  out  in  the  obstetrical  laboratories. 

All  staff  members  of  the  Obstetrical  Service  have  the  privi- 
lege of  sending  a  limited  number  of  their  own  patients  to  the 
Private  Pavilion  and  the  assistant  resident  has  the  special 
duty  of  receiving  such  patients,  of  looking  after  their  comfort 
and  carrying  out  the  instructions  of  the  respective  staff  mem- 
bers. 

The  number  of  private  maternity  cases  is  steadily  increas- 
ing. The  nursing  service  has  proven  so  satisfactory  that  in 
most  cases  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  employ  special  private 
nurses,  thus  rendering  the  stay  in  the  fire-proof  hospital  not 
only  safer  and  more  comfortable,  but  likewise  more  econ- 
omical than  the  delivery  in  the  home  of  the  patient  could 
have  been.

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Report  of  the  Pediatric  Service 

The  Pediatric  Service  of  the  Barnes  Hospital  assumes  re- 
sponsibility for  the  medical  care  of  all  children  under  twelve 
years  of  age.  The  major  activities  of  the  service  are  con- 
cerned with  the  newly  born  babies  in  the  obstetrical  nurseries. 
Each  infant  is  examined  by  a  member  of  the  pediatric  staff  very 
shortly  after  birth,  any  congenital  anomalies  or  birth  injuries 
are  noted  and  suitable  treatment  directed.  The  methods  to 
be  adopted  in  the  feeding  of  these  infants  are  determined 
after  consulation  between  members  of  the  Obstetric  and  Pedi- 
atric staffs,  due  consideration  always  being  given  to  the  con- 
dition of  both  the  baby  and  the  mother.  Before  discharge 
from  the  hospital  mothers  are  instructed  as  to  the  future  care 
and  feeding  of  the  babies.  The  plan  has  proved  a  most  satisfac- 
tory one  from  every  standpoint  and  it  has  been  shown  that 
the  average  condition  of  infants  at  discharge  from  the  hos- 
pital has  been  distinctly  better  than  before  the  Pediatric 
service  was  established. 

Aside  from  the  infants  the  Pediatric  service  has  had  charge 
of  the  occasional  child  admitted  to  the  colored  ward.  The 
admission  of  such  colored  children  has,  however,  now  been 
discontinued  and  no  colored  children  are  admitted  to  the 
Barnes  Hospital  for  treatment,  all  of  them  being  referred  to 
the  adjoining  St.  Louis  Children's  Hospital.

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Report  of  the  Physical  Therapeutic 
Department 

Since  the  last  report,  the  Physical  Therapeutic  Department 
has  added  some  modern  apparatus  to  its  otherwise  complete 
equipment.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  department  to  test  such 
new  methods  which  have  given  promise  of  contributing  some- 
thing new  and  worthwhile  to  the  field  of  extra-medicinal 
therapy.  Many  devices  are  constantly  being  thrown  upon  the 
market,  which,  for  the  most  part,  are  purely  commercial 
schemes,  and  worthless  in  the  field  of  medical  treatment. 
The  Ultra-Violet  Ray  (not  to  be  confused  with  the  widely  ad- 
vertized violet  ray)  has  found  a  permanent  lodgment  in  the 
field  of  medicine  and  surgery.  This  light  treatment  has  many 
things  in  common  with  Helio-Therapy,  or  sun-bath  treatment, 
which  was  introduced  by  Rollier  in  Switzerland,  and  which  is 
being  used  quite  extensively  today  in  the  United  States.  This 
artificial  Ultra-Violet  Ray  is  produced  by  heating  mercury 
vapor  to  an  intense  degree  by  means  of  an  electric  current. 
This  ray  does  not  penetrate  window  glass,  for  which  reason 
a  quartz  tube  is  used,  in  which  the  mercury  is  vaporized  and 
ignited.  It  has  been  found  very  useful  in  combating  rickets 
and  certain  types  of  tuberculosis,  and  skin  diseases.  It  is  also 
being  used  in  post  operative  wounds. 

Another  phase  of  light  therapy  which  promises  to  produce 
much  good,  is  the  so-called  Infra-Red  Ray.  This  ray  is  also 
produced  by  means  of  an  electric  current,  which  heats  a  dark 
body,  producing  thereby,  the  Infra-Red  Ray.  This  ray  is 
found  on  the  lower  end  of  the  spectrum,  and  is  relatively 
long,  whereas  the  Ultra-Violet  Ray  is  found  on  the  upper  end, 
and  is  extremely  short.  Contrary  to  the  Ultra  Violet,  the 
Infra-Red  has  great  powers  of  penetration  of  tissue,  and  un- 
like the  X-ray,  it  is  a  constructive  ray.  Infra-Red  Therapy, 
however,  is  still  in  its  infancy,  but  is  receiving  due  clinical  tests 
in  many  scientific  laboratories. 
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The  so-called  Diathermy  treatment  has  been  adopted  by 
the  department  as  a  modality  which  ranks  at  the  very  top  for 
use  in  conditions  demanding  deep-seated  tissue  heating.  Thus, 
it  is  very  useful  in  the  treatment  of  neuritis  and  other  painful 
conditions,  breaking  up  of  adhesions,  arthritis,  high  blood 
pressure  and  painful  joints.  This  method  of  deep-seated 
heating  is  produced  by  an  alternating  current  with  one  half 
million  or  more  oscillations  per  second.  This  extremely  high 
frequency  of  alternations  precludes  contraction  of  muscular 
tissue,  and  the  electric  energy  subsequently  transformed  into 
heat  energy.     This  may  be  localized  at  will. 

These  modalities  are  supplementary  to  corrective  gymnas- 
tics, massage,  electric  cabinet  baths,  Scotch  Douche,  Nauheim 
and  other  baths.  These  methods  of  treatment  are  at  the  dis- 
posal of,  not  only  dispensary  and  hospital  patients,  but  to 
outside  patients  who  are  in  the  care  of  physicians  not  con- 
nected with  the  hospital,  as  well.  These  patients  may  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Hydro  Department  for  treatment  under  their 
own  physicians'  supervision. 

The  number  of  treatments  given  by  the  department  has 
steadily  increased,  as  may  be  gleaned  from  the  following 
figures:

Autopsies  have  been  performed  on  approximately  one- 
half  of  those  who  have  died  in  the  hosiptal.  When  com- 
pared with  other  hosiptals,  this  percentage  represents  a 
fairly  high  proportion  of  autopsies.  It  is  probable  that  con- 
sent for  a  larger  number  might  be  obtained  and  it  is  desirable 
in  the  interest  of  the  hospital  that  effort  be  made  to  increase 
the  number. 
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Clinical  pathological  conferences  at  which  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  fatal  cases  have  been  discussed  by  the 
clinical  staff  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  pathological  depart- 
ment on  the  other,  have  been  held  weekly  during  the  three 
years  represented  by  this  report.

In  August,  1923,  Dr.  E.  L.  Opie,  Pathologist  to  the  Hospital, 
resigned  to  accept  the  position  of  Director  of  Laboratories  of 
the  Henry  Phipps  Institute. 

The  growth  of  the  Department  to  its  present  proportions 
has  taken  place  under  Dr.  Opie's  direction.  The  number  of 
autopsies  from  the  Hospital  has  increased  from  6  in  1 9  1  4  to 
123  in  1923.  Two  thousand  autopsy  protocols  are  now  in 
the  Department  in  bound  form  where  they  are  available  to 
all  who  care  to  use  them.  Photographs  of  gross  and  micro- 
scopic lesions  are  included  to  illustrate  the  descriptions.  The 
microscopic  slides  and  the  essential  gross  specimens  from 
these  autopsies  are  filed  and  indexed.  Gross  specimens  have 
been  added  to  the  museum  until  it  contains  at  the  present 
time  twenty-four  hundred  sealed  jars.

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Report  of  the  X-Ray  Department 

The  X-ray  Department  had  its  beginning  in  the  old  Wash- 
ington University  Hospital  and  since  the  opening  of  this  insti- 
tution in  1914  has  had  quarters  in  the  Barnes  Hospital.  It 
is  operated  by  the  Washington  University  to  give  X-ray  serv- 
ice to  patients  of  the  Barnes  Hospital,  the  St.  Louis  Children's 
Hospital,  the  Washington  University  Dispensary,  the  staff 
physicians  of  these  institutions  and  to  the  Washington  Uni- 
versity School  of  Medicine.  The  ratio  of  cases  received  from 
these  sources  for  X-ray  is  as  follows:  Barnes  Hospital,  34.5 
per  cent;  Children's  Hospital,  11.7  per  cent;  Washington  Uni- 
versity Dispensary,  35.3  per  cent;  miscellaneous,  including 
outside  patients,  employees,  anatomical  specimens,  etc.,  18.5 
per  cent.  In  spite  of  inadequate  quarters,  a  total  of  27,508 
cases  were  X-rayed  and  treated  during  the  years  1921-23. 
Comparative  records  of  the  total  number  of  cases  received 
during  this  period  and  the  three-year  period  of  1916-18  show 
an  increase  of   1  1  1    per  cent. 

During  the  past  three  years  there  has  been  great  develop- 
ment in  the  design  of  X-ray  apparatus.  This  has  led  to  the 
installation  in  the  Department  of  the  latest  improvements, 
chief  of  which  is  the  Deep  Therapy  machine.  Since  its  instal- 
lation in  March,  1922,  714  patients  have  received  treatment 
for  malignant  diseases,  with  gratifying  results.  This  has  stimu- 
lated superficial  treatment  to  a  tremendous  extent,  and  during 
the  same  period  294  patients  were  treated  for  superficial 
lesions.  The  Department  also  has  available  125  milligrams 
of  radium  which  is  applied  in  the  X-ray  laboratory  or  is 
dispensed  to  the  surgical  and  medical  services  for  the  treat- 
ment of  hospital  patients.  The  photographic  section  of  the 
Department  furnishes  lantern  slides  for  teaching  purposes  and 
photographs  for  hospital  histories  and  other  records.  Elec- 
tive courses  in  roentgenology  are  given  to  students  of  the 
Washington    University    School    of    Medicine    and    courses    in 
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X-ray  technique  and  medical  photography  are  given  to  per- 
sons preparing  for  such  work  in  the  private  offices  of  staff 
physicians. 

The  personnel  of  the  Department  comprises,  besides  the 
director  and  gastroenterologist,  two  graduate  physicians,  two 
X-ray  technicians,  a  photographer  and  assistant  and  a  clerical 
staff  of  six.  Film  and  plate  records  and  indexed  written  re- 
ports on  all  cases  examined  since  the  founding  of  the  Depart- 
ment are  preserved  and  available  for  scientific  research.

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Report  of  the  Dental  Department 

Since  1917  the  Dental  Department  on  every  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  morning  has  been  trying  to  supply  the  needs  of 
those  patients  requiring  dental  treatment  in  Barnes  Hospital. 
Numerous  emergency  calls  are  made  besides  the  regular  days. 
A  number  of  dispensary  patients  who  enter  Barnes  Hospital 
have  their  dental  condition  taken  care  of  while  they  are 
receiving  treatment.  Patients  with  unfinished  dental  work, 
who  have  been  discharged  from  the  hospital  may  enter 
the  dispensary  and  have  this  work  completed.  The 
dental  treatment  given  both  in  the  Barnes  Hospital  and  in 
the  Dispensary  consists  mostly  of  extracting  of  teeth,  treat- 
ment of  the  gums,  relieving  toothache  and  such  other  treat- 
ment as  may  arise  in  an  emergency.  No  other  dental  work 
is  attempted  and  patients  needing  fillings,  crowns  or  other 
replacements  are  referred  to  their  family  dentist  or  to  the 
Washington  University  Dental  School,  29th  and  Locust. 
Shortly  after  the  World  War  Dr.  James  A.  Brown  returned 
and  the  work  was  divided  into  two  separate  and  distinct  ser- 
vices; Dr.  Brown  devoting  his  time  to  the  Surgical  cases  with 
Dr.  V.  P.  Blair.  With  the  experience  Dr.  Brown  gained  in 
the  War  the  Dental  Department  is  fortunate  in  having  him  to 
take  charge  of  that  part  of  the  dental  work.  Dr.  W.  B. 
Spotts  and  assistants  took  charge  of  the  Dental  work  of  the 
Department  of  Internal  Medicine.  The  Dental  Department 
has  found  the  work  very  interesting  and  a  number  of  definite 
cases  can  be  given  showing  the  beneficial  results  obtained  by 
removing  the  oral  sepsis  that  was  present  in  conjunction  with 
the  other  routine  hospital  treatment.  This  department  has 
a  chart  from  which  we  expect  to  get  some  real  valuable  re- 
search data,  during  the  coming  year.  The  number  of  pa- 
tients treated  in  the  Hospital  varies  from  time  to  time  but  a 
fair  estimate  may  be  given  by  saying  between  400  to  500  pa- 
tients are  examined  yearly.  This  may  seem  small  in  com- 
parison with  the  other  departments,  but  judging  from  the  gen- 
eral physical  condition  of  the  patient  when  we  are  called 
upon  for  service  this  is  an  exceptionally  good  number.      The 
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number  treated  in  the  Dispensary  is  much  larger  varying  be- 
tween 1500  to  2000  cases  yearly.  The  Dental  Department 
depends  upon  a  number  of  the  other  Departments  of  the 
Hospital  for  help,  such  as  the  X-ray,  Bacteriology,  Internal 
Medicine,  Metabolism,  and  others  that  aid  in  our  particular 
work.  Dentistry  today  has  gone  through  a  number  of 
changes  and  fads  but  I  may  say  that  all  dental  cases  are 
treated  individually  and  treatment  given  according  to  each 
case  to  obtain  the  best  results  according  to  our  knowledge  of 
the  case.  I  wish  to  thank  all  Departments  and  Interns  and 
Nurses  for  the  cooperation  they  have  given  this  Department.

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Report  of  the  Washington  University 
Training  School  for  Nurses 

1921   to  1923. 

The  Washington  University  Training  School  for  Nurses 
which  is  under  the  direction  of  a  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Medical  School  supplies  the  nursing  personel  for  the  Barnes 
Hospital,  Children's  Hospital  and  the  Washington  University 
Dispensary. 

The  entrance  requirements  of  the  School  are  the  same  as 
for  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  the  courses  of  instruction 
although  arranged  expressly  to  meet  the  need  of  the  student 
nurse  are  of  distinct  academic  value  in  themselves. 

The  first  six  months  of  the  three  year  course  is  called  the 
"preliminary  term"  during  which  time  the  student  nurse  has 
her  instruction  in  the  sciences  (Anatomy,  Physiology,  Bacter- 
iology and  Chemistry)  and  also  her  classes  in  Personal 
Hygiene,  and  nursing  procedures.  Since  this  gives  her  a 
fairly  heavy  class  schedule,  she  is  actually  on  the  wards  very 
little  during  the  first  four  months.  When  her  semester  of 
science  work  is  complete,  the  nurse  begins  to  spend  more 
time  with  the  patients  performing  under  supervision  the  va- 
rious nursing  procedures  she  has  learned  in  the  class  room. 

During  the  course,  aside  from  the  routine  experience  on 
the  Medical  and  Surgical  wards  of  Barnes  Hospital,  the  stu- 
dents have  duty  in  the  Metabolism  ward,  Operating  Room, 
Private  Pavilion,  Children's  Hospital,  'Dispensary  and  the 
Obstetrical  Division.  In  the  senior  year,  two  months  elective 
work  in  Public  Health  Nursing  under  the  School  of  Social 
Economy  or  of  Social  Service  work  in  the  Dispensary  is  ar- 
ranged for  any  student  who  may  desire  it.  About  twelve 
nurses  a  year  have  two  months  field  work  with  the  Visiting 
Nurse  Association,  an  experience  which  has  been  very  valu- 
able in  demonstrating  to  the  pupil  nurse  the  opportunities  in 
the  Public  Health  Field. 
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Undoubtedly  this  School  has — through  service  in  these 
three  institutions — an  unusual  opportunity  for  the  best  all- 
round  education  of  the  nurse  that  can  be  offered  anywhere  in 
this  part  of  the  country.  Probably  the  most  unusual  oppor- 
tunities are  found  in  the  Children's  Hospital,  and  because  of 
this  fact  we  are  frequently  asked  to  recommend  our  graduates 
for  positions  elsewhere  in  children's  work.  We  also  have 
many  requests  for  affiliated  service  in  Pediatric  nursing  for 
pupils  of  other  schools.  During  the  past  three  years  we  have 
had  students  from  such  schools,  who  come  to  us  for  a  course 
of  three  to  six  months.  We  have  also  had  several  post- 
graduate nurses  coming  to  us  for  experience  in  the  care  of 
children. 

During  the  past  three  years  the  enrollment  has  gradually 
increased.  The  number  of  students  admitted  in  1921  was 
42;  in  1922,  43  and  in  1923,  50.  During  this  time  90  have 
graduated  and  41  have  resigned  or  have  been  dropped  from 
the  School.  Satisfactory  as  the  fact  of  a  steady  growth  is, 
the  needs  of  the  hospital  are  growing  by  much  greater  strides, 
and  we  are  not  able  to  adequately  care  for  the  patients  with- 
out employing  a  number  of  graduate  nurses  for  regular  floor 
duty. 

During  these  three  years  we  have  strengthened  our  course 
of  instruction,  the  entire  curriculum  was  revised  in  the  fall 
of  1923,  several  new  subjects  were  added  and  the  number 
of  hours  were  greatly  increased.  It  now  compares  very  favor- 
ably with  the  best  schools  in  the  country. 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  School  is  the  enlargement 
of  the  Nurses  Home  in  order  that  both  students  and  graduates 
may  be  more  comfortably  housed  and  to  secure  an  adequate 
number  of  rooms  and  demonstration  rooms.  Plans  are  now 
being  made  for  such  an  addition. 

In  June  1921  the  graduates  of  the  Training  School  for  the 
first  time  received  their  diplomas  at  the  regular  Commence- 
ment Exercises  of  the  University.  This  recognition  by  the 
University  has  helped  to  emphasize  in  the  mind  of  the  stu- 
dent nurse  the  value  of  the  academic  side  of  her  training  and 
has   resulted   in   an   expression   by  the  Student   Body   that  we 
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shall  work  toward  that  standard  of  work  set  for  many  uni- 
versity schools  of  nursing  which  enables  a  nurse  to  present 
her  three  year  course  of  training  to  the  college  or  university 
for  part  credit  toward  a  degree.  Plans  are  already  made 
for  a  five-year  course  leading  to  a  diploma  and  a  B.  S.  degree 
in  nursing. 

The  home  life  of  our  students  is  much  like  the  dormitory 
life  of  any  college  girl.  The  nurses  have  had  for  some  years 
a  student  government  association,  and  in  the  spring  of  1922  a 
Young  Woman's  Christian  Association,  was  organized  which 
is  affiliated  with  the  National  Organization.  In  the  fall  of 
1922  there  was  appointed  for  the  School,  on  part  time,  a 
Social  Director  who  has  helped  the  nurses  very  much  with 
their  various  social  activities  and  has  guided  them  most  suc- 
cessfully in  their  student  organizations. 

The  Alumnae  Association  of  the  School  now  numbers 
about  2 1  0  of  the  262  graduates  and  is  increasing  yearly  in 
enthusiasm  as  well  as  numbers  as  new  members  come  into 
it  from  the  graduating  classes.  Their  chief  interest  at  present 
is  the  raising  of  sufficient  funds  to  endow  a  bed  in  the  Barnes 
Hospital  for  the  use  of  any  of  our  graduates  who  may  be  ill 
and  need  hospital  care. 

Our  Alumnae  have  always  been  our  best  publicity  agents, 
and  we  hope  to  keep  the  School  to  such  a  high  standard  that 
they  will  always  look  to  it  with  pride  and  loyalty.  Our  aim 
is  to  offer  such  a  course  that  not  only  will  our  graduates  stand 
well  as  nurses  in  any  of  the  various  fields  of  the  profession, 
but  even  if  not  actually  engaged  in  nursing  they  will  be  better 
educated  women  and  more  intelligent  citizens  because  they 
have  received  a  diploma  from  the  Washington  University 
Training  School  for  Nurses. 

Miss  Helen  Wood,  who  has  held  the  position  of  Director 
of  the  School  since  January,  1  920,  resigned  on  July  3  1  st,  1  923. 
During  Miss  Wood's  splendid  service  much  was  done  to  im- 
prove the  character  of  the  School  and  many  of  the  things 
which  she  sought  to  accomplish  are  certain  to  bear  fruit  in 
the  future.      Miss  Claribel  A.  Wheeler,  former  Director  of  the 
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Mount  Sinai  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  of  Cleveland,  was 
appointed  to  succeed  her.  As  there  were  several  resignations 
from  the  teaching  staff,  it  has  been  necessary  to  make  new 
appointments  for  these  positions.

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Report  of  the  Washington  University 
Dispensary 

The  Washington  University  Dispensary  is  the  Out-Patient 
Department  of  Barnes  Hospital  and  the  St.  Louis  Children's 
Hospital. 

The  Dispensary  is  conducted  by  a  Medical  Director  and 
Superintendent,  appointed  by  the  Dean  of  Washington  Uni- 
versity School  of  Medicine.  The  Dispensary  occupies  the 
first  floor  and  basement  of  the  so-called  Clinic  Building,  which 
is  situated  at  the  northeast  corner  of  the  Hospital  grounds. 
The  admission  hours  are  daily  from  9  to  1  0  and  1  to  2:30. 
Owing  to  the  increase  in  cost  and  because  a  larger  force  of 
workers  was  necessary  to  improve  the  character  of  the  work 
it  has  been  necessary  to  increase  the  registration  fee.  The 
registration   fee  at  the  present  time  is: 

First   visit    $0.50 

Subsequent    visits    $0.40 

Other  charges  are  made  for  anaesthetics,  plaster  casts,  drugs 
and  X-Rays.  These  charges  are  omitted  by  the  Superinten- 
dent whenever  it  has  been  satisfactorily  shown  that  the  patient 
is  unable  to  pay  them. 

The  registration  fee  was  omitted  in  42383  cases  in  1921; 
in  52507  in  1922  and  51903  in  1923.

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Report  of  the  St.  Louis  Hospital  Social 
Service  for  Barnes  Hospital 

The  staff  of  the  St.  Louis  Hospital  Social  Service  is  respon- 
sible for  the  hospitalization  of  all  patients  treated  in  the 
Washington  University  Dispensary.  As  the  Dispensary  serves 
as  the  out-patient  department  of  the  St.  Louis  Children's 
Hospital,  Barnes  Hospital  and  the  Jewish  Hospital,  the  as- 
signment of  the  patients  to  these  hospitals  is  made  through 
the  various  administrations  by  social  workers.  In  1921,  I  1  09 
adults  and  552  children  were  hospitalized.  In  1922,  1164 
adults  and  936  children  were  hospitalized.  In  1923,  1098 
patients  were  hospitalized  in  Barnes  Hospital,  1 048  in  St. 
Louis  Children's  Hospital,  276  in  the  Jewish  Hospital  and  a 
total  of  222  in  the  following  hospitals:  City  Hospital  No.  1, 
City  Hospital  No.  2,  St.  Luke's,  Deaconess,  Peoples,  Missouri 
Baptist  and  Chronic  hospitals  including  Koch,  Mount  St.  Rose 
and  Mount  Vernon,  making  a  total  of  2644  cases  hospitalized 
during  the  year. 

These  patients  are  interviewed  by  the  social  workers  who 
ascertain  their  budget,  including  income  and  expenditures. 
Unless  the  patient  is  previously  known  to  the  worker,  decisions 
concerning  recommendations  for  free  or  part-pay  care  are 
made  upon  the  one  interview.  If  a  home  visit  later  reveals 
further  data  bearing  upon  the  rate  charged  the  matter  is  taken 
up  with  the  administration  of  the  hospital  where  patient  has 
been  admitted. 

In  hospitalizing  patients  the  medical  as  well  as  the  social 
factors  are  important.  The  diagnosis,  prognosis,  length  of 
treatment  probably  necessary,  whether  condition  is  acute  or 
chronic,  are  given  careful  consideration,  i.  e.,  several  short 
term,  acute  cases  may  be  entered  ahead  of  a  long  time,  chronic 
cases.  Preference  sometimes  has  to  be  given  to  research  or 
teaching  cases  arranging  for  free  or  part-pay  beds  for  this 
group.     In  Barnes  Hospital  the  Brookings'  beds  were  formerly

available  for  this  purpose,  but  the  present  need  in  Barnes 
Hospital  of  free  or  part-pay  beds  for  patients  far  exceeds  the 
available   supply. 

Service  to  the  patients  on  the  wards  of  Barnes  Hospital  is 
closely  correlated  with  their  clinical  care.  The  same  worker 
who  establishes  her  contact  with  them  when  hospitalization 
is  advised  visits  them  on  the  wards  and  arranges  for  their 
further  treatment  or  post-operative  care  upon  discharge.  This 
continuous  service  insures  adequate  understanding  of  the 
patient's  social  needs  and  eliminates  the  necessity  of  trans- 
ferring the  patient  from  one  social  worker  to  another,  a  pro- 
cess which  is  sometimes  trying  for  the  patient.  Through  fre- 
quent consultations  the  social  workers  keep  the  doctors  in- 
formed of  the  personal  and  environmental  history  of  each 
patient.  The  medical  and  social  facts  then  form  a  basis  for 
the  doctor's  recommendations  upon  discharge. 

Although  the  majority  of  free  or  part-pay  patients  entering 
Barnes  Hospital  are  recommended  from  the  Dispensary,  there 
are  a  few  admitted  directly  through  the  front  office.  In  Octo- 
ber, 1922,  a  social  worker  was  placed  in  Barnes  Hospital  to 
care  for  the  needs  of  these  patients. 

MEDICAL  SERVICE 

The  general  medical  clinic  is  a  diagnostic  clinic  and  serves 
patients  suffering  from  gastro-intestinal,  pulmonary,  bronchial, 
heart,  glandular  and  various  circulatory  disturbances.  The 
age  groups  range  from  fifteen  to  seventy  years  and  over. 
About  forty  patients  a  month  are  referred  for  hospital  care 
with  chronic  as  well  as  acute  conditions.  Approximately  two- 
thirds  of  those  recommended  for  admission  are  unable  to 
meet  regular  hospital  rates  and  are  admitted  free  of  charge 
to  Barnes  and  Jewish  Hospitals,  and  in  many  instances  to 
other  available  hospitals.  The  demand  far  exceeds  the  supply 
of  free  beds  and  the  worker  is  compelled  to  keep  a  waiting 
list  and  place  patients  as  the  opportunity  presents  itself.  It 
would  be  far  more  desirable  to  be  able  to  admit  patients  at 
the  time  of  referral.  It  is  especially  unfortunate  in  the  case  of 
colored   patients  as  the   number   of   beds   in   private   hospitals 
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is  very  limited.  The  social  service  department  enlarges  the 
contribution  that  the  dispensary  or  hospital  make  to  the  com- 
munity, interpreting  to  the  individual  as  well  as  to  the  group 
the  value  of  preventive  and  curative  therapy. 

SURGICAL  SERVICE 

Many  patients  examined  in  the  surgical  clinic  need  opera- 
tive care,  and  it  is  through  referral  by  the  doctors  for  hospital- 
ization that  the  social  worker  makes  most  of  her  contacts. 
Occasionally  the  patients  have  been  previously  treated  by 
one  or  more  outside  physicians,  and  come  to  the  dispensary 
as  a  last  resort,  their  courage  gone  and  finances  depleted.  The 
interview  conducted  by  the  social  worker  discloses  any  social 
problems  of  the  patients  and  also  enables  her  to  recommend 
special  hospital  rates  when  indicated.  Sometimes  these  are 
patients  with  acute  surgical  conditions  who  require  assistance 
in  making  family  adjustments  in  order  that  they  may  enter 
the  hospital  promptly  without  undue  worry  over  home  affairs. 
While  the  majority  of  surgical  cases  do  not  remain  long  on 
the  hospital  wards,  their  follow-up  after  discharge  is  import- 
ant in  order  that  treatment  may  be  completed  and  re-entry 
eliminated  as  far  as  possible. 

OBSTETRICAL  SERVICE 

There  are  two  workers  in  the  Obstetrical  Service,  either  or 
both  of  whom  are  in  the  clinic  each  day  interveiwing  every 
patient  who  attends.  Instruction  in  the  hygiene  of  pregnancy 
and  a  plan  for  home  or  hospital  confinement  are  covered  in 
this  rather  brief  contact  in  the  clinic.  The  work  falls  logically 
into  two  types  of  service.  The  routine  follow-up  with  special 
attention  to  the  leutic  mothers  and  the  intensive  social  ad- 
justments, emphasizing  problems  presented  by  the  unmarried 
mother,  steering  service  for  other  agencies  and  cooperative 
planning  when  necessary.  The  first  phase  of  the  service  is 
handled  by  a  graduate  nurse,  the  case  work  by  a  social  worker. 
Between  40  and  50  patients  are  referred  to  Barnes  Hospital 
every  month  for  care,  the  remainder  are  taken  care  of  in  their 
homes  by  the   doctors   of  the   out-patient   department   of   the 
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Washington  University  Dispensary.  After  the  baby  is  born 
the  mother  is  urged  to  keep  the  child  under  the  supervision 
of  a  well  baby  clinic,  in  whichever  district  is  most  convenient 
for  her. 

The  St.  Louis  Hospital  Social  Service  maintains  social  serv- 
ice in  St.  Louis  Children's  Hospital,  Washington  University 
Dispensary,  Barnes  Hospital,  Jewish  Hospital  and  Barnard 
Free  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital.  The  staff  now  consists  of  a 
director,  associate  director,  twenty-one  social  workers,  and 
seven  clerical  workers.  Their  annual  report  will  be  sent  upon 
request.

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Report  of  the  Chaplain 

The  Chaplain's  time  is  given  to  five  kinds  of  service:  Bed- 
side Visitation,  Chapel  Worship,  Religious  Services  for 
Nurses,  Solicitive  Endowment  Funds  and  Publicity. 

Each  day  numerous  calls  are  made  at  the  beds  of  the 
patients.  They  would  aggregate  a  couple  of  thousand  calls 
per  month.  The  Chaplain  regards  every  patient  as  having  a 
claim  on  him,  and  he  tries  to  serve  all  alike,  never  disturbing 
denominational  preferences. 

Chapel  services  are  attended  by  many  persons  who  have 
been  long  deprived  of  church  privileges. 

During  1921-1922  the  Chaplain  had  a  Wednesday  night 
meeting   in   the   Chapel   for   the   Nurses. 

The  Chaplain  has  given  publicity  to  the  institution  through 
both  secular  and  religious  papers.  The  total  number  of 
columns  in  the  periodicals  of  St.  Louis  during  the  period  in- 
cluded in  this  report  would  amount  to  several  pages.  The 
platform  has  also  been  used  and  before  assemblages  of  va- 
rious kinds  and  sizes  addresses  have  been  made. 

The  Chaplain  is  given  an  office  on  the  main  corridor  of 
the  hospital,  and  every  facility  is  afforded  him  for  doing  his 
work.  Physicians  and  nurses  frequently  call  for  his  aid,  and 
patients  of  all  creeds  welcome  his  ministries. 

Considerable  effort  has  been  made  by  the  Chaplain  to 
aid  in  securing  an  increased  number  of  candidates  for  Nurse's 
training. 

The  Chaplain  has  been  active  in  seeking  bequests.  The 
final  returns  from  this  work  cannot  be  known  till  wills  are 
probated,  but  $250,000  is  a  fair  estimate  of  the  amounts 
probably  written  in  wills  during  the  Chaplain's  term.

In  1922  a  Public  Library  Branch  was  established  in  close 
proximity  to  the  hospital,  following  which  the  issue  to  doctors, 
nurses  and  employees  decreased.  Of  the  total  issue  in  1921, 
4459  books  went  to  patients,  while  in  1922  the  patients  re- 
ceived 3884  and  in   1923  the  issue  to  patients  was  4553. 

The  affiliation  with  the  St.  Louis  Public  Library  is  constantly 
valuable,  chief  among  our  loans  being  books  in  foreign  langu- 
ages for  which  there  is  an  ever  increasing  demand. 

Honorable  Mention  was  given  to  Miss  Green  of  the  Barnes 
Hospital  staff  by  the  committee  on  awards,  scientific  exhibit, 
at  the  American  Medical  Association  meeting  in  May,  1922, 
for  a  demonstration  of  methods  used  in  distributing  books  in 
hospitals.  * 

On  August  31st,  1922,  Miss  Elizabeth  Green  resigned  as* 
Record  Keeper  and  Librarian.  Miss  Green  had  created  these 
positions  in  the  hospital  following  a  period  of  intensive  pre- 
paration. Her  work  was  characterised  by  the  strongest 
loyalty  to  the  Hospital,  by  conscientiousness,  and  by  the 
highest  ideals  not  only  for  her  own  work,  but  for  everything 
connected  with  the  Hospital.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  her  inter- 
est in  the  hospital  will  continue. 

To  the  volunteer  workers  who  so  faithfully  attend  the  bed- 
side distribution  of  books  and  magazines  much  credit  is  due. 
Without  this  attention  many  patients  would  have  no  means 
of  obtaining  reading  matter. 

The  hospital  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  for  dona- 
tions of  books  and  magazines.
